The portion of section H of tho terms 
and conditions on which .the Province be- 
came a part of tho Dominion wliich re- 
fers to tho grant of land to bp, made by 
t]»e Province for the purposes of thipi 
railway is as folia ws ; — .'.;„,..' '-. 

" And the Oovernmont of British Col- 
umbia agree to convey to tho Dcmiuion 
Govornment in trust to bo appropriated 
in such manner as tho Dominion Govem- 
inont may deem advisable in /furtliorance 
of tho construction of tho . B4id railiyay, a 
similar extent of public lan49; .alo.ng ,lip; 
lino of railway throughout its entire 
length in British Columbi.a — not exceeding 
however, twenty miles on each side of tho 
said lino — aa may bo appropriated for tho- 
same purpose by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment from the public lands of tho North- 
Wost Territories and province .of; Mani-

MR. BLAKE'S speech. 

Mr. Blako, on rising, professed with 
great moderation to deal with tho ques- 
tion as Sir Charles Tuppor had suggested, 
as a Canadian and not lus a partizan. By 
way of illustrating his idea of a lofty pa- 
triotism, ho suggested that April Fool's 
day was an appropriate day for signing 
tho "mad bargain" with British Colum- 
bia. Tills was, no doiibt, considered a 
very lofty piece of oloquonce. Mr. Blako 
continued this lino of criticism, condomn- 
hig the "bargain," and sneering at tho 
"inestimable blesshig" of union with 
British Columbia. Ho dealt on tho ^pro- 
miso that tho road should bo bWlt so' as' 
not to increase the "taxation of the coun- 
try." Ho detailed in a vein of subdued 
sarcasiu the history of tho railway up to 
the time of Mr. Edgar's diplomatic mission 
to Victoria. Mr. Blako contended that 
tho Carnarvon terms were only a.'tsontod 
tu "so far as thoy could," and that thoy 
woro accepted as'" limited by tho promise 
not to increase the taxation of the coun- 
try." Xow all this is so m.inifcatly out of 
keeping with tho facta, that one wonders 
at Mr. Blake in making uso of it. Lord 
Carnarvon says that Mr. Mackenzio sug- 
gested tho terms. Mr. Mackenzie ac- 
cepted the terms as his own, boasted of 
having made them, and pledged himself 
to carry them out. Nothing was suid to 
limit the terms by reference to tho t.axa- 
tion. Nothing by Lord Carnarvon. No- 
thing by British Columbia. Nothing by 
Mr. Mackenzie. It is, therefore, non- 
sense for Mr. Blako to make this conten- 
tion. He confessed that he had only en- 
tered Mr. Mackenzie's Govemmont on 
conditions as to the relations of tho Gov- 
ernment to British Columbia. This, of 
course, bears out tho contention of 27i« 
Mail. It is evident that Mtr.' Blake was 
at tho bottom of the defeat of the bill to 
carry out tho Carnarvon terms. It is 
evident also that he made tho dropping of 
those tonns a condition of his going into 
the Cabinet. And at this point comes in 
Lord Dufl'erin's denunciation that if any 
of his Jliniaters had made an oiibrt to 
break faith with Lord Carnarvon that man 
should no longer bo a minister of his. It 
is possible, therefore, that iMr. Blako just 
missed dismissal in sonietliing liko dis- 
grace for acts which wore manifestly dis- 
creditable under the circumstances. On 
the question of Mr. Mackenzie's adver- 
tisement of August, 1878, in which tho 
Yalc-Kamloops section was contained, Mr. 
Blako declared he knew nothing about it, 
had no explanations to offer, was out of 
tho government and out of the country. 
If Mr. Mackenzie had proposed to build 
that section in British Columbia while he 
was in the House, ho would have consi: 
derod it a broach of tho statute ns to tax- 
ation, and would have opposed with ail 
his might tho letting of such a contract. 
This statement puts Mr, Mackenzie , iii 
what is vulgarly called a "iBx,"'' for, iio 
matter what Mr. Mackenzie may say now, 
the common 'denBe of thoboniit^ rioWiBeea 
that Mr. Mackenzio did intend to build 
that section, and did make preparations 
for doing so. 

Mr. Blake was v^ry facetious in regard 
to tho resolutions of last^session, and hp.d 
some rather clever but "somewhat small 
sneers at the posaiblo arrangements that 
had been made with tho Tory Government 
in England. This p.art of his speech was, 
perhaps, an exorcise in wit, but was not 
calculated to touch the intellect of tho 
House. Lidccd, up to this timo thoro is 
a manifest weakness in Mr. Blake's 
speech; and this'is ad plain to the House 
that the Jlinisterial benches aro listening 
with some degree of surprise, and tho 
faces of tho Opposition members express 
"perhaps ho will come, to it by and by, 'l as 
plain 'ns possible. 

Mr. Blake's intent regarding ' the land 
was as deprecatory as has been of late 
customary among the Opposition. Ha 

another. 



He. asserted ,tbat-tho, Qovommont -w<^ro 
trying to build GQO miles of rail with the 
land of an nvorago Oiitario county. On 
being pressed by Miv DeCosmos, Mr. 
Blako was forced to confess that ho did 
not know wliat was thu acreage gfau aver- 
ago .Ontario conntj'.. -.Yet he-wasoriSKing 
an elaborate argumentbasod ononiWSUii^T 
ed kno\tlk^i^i^^'''m^^ 
Blako'a rofdrciicos to" the land" woi:o" of a 
very deprecatory character indeed. 

The style of Mr. Blake's speech may bo 
gathered from the fact that he had taken 
tho trouble to . collect all tho various 
statements of thojcost of tho whole lino, 
^jind to pick,hole| iifi,-tiiomj[ to contrast 
mte|i[^<$i^nc^) djl^t^^vM for a ', long 
time on the' enormous suspiciousness of 
tho difTerericd iii question. Ho apparent- 
ly wanted an estimate as accurate as Mr. 
Mackenzie's estunato, say, for section 15. 
A contqniplat^Qn of the accuracy of .Mr. 
Mackeii^^^'a'lstirveys and estimates .'of cost 
is of coiirso' enough to make any -man par- 
ticular in matters of this kind, but Mr. 
Bhiko ought to have a little consideration 
for men who aro cohfossodly immeasur- 
ably inferior to Mr. Mackenzie as admin- 
istrators, calculators, and business men. 
By way of, exhibiting an enlarged patriot- 
ism and want of sectionalism, ho mado a 
strong appeal tu the Provincial fooling of 
tho Quebec members. Will you walk in- 
to my parlour, said this spider to tho 
Quebec fly ? Tho Quebec fly has had its 
eyes opened. 

IMr. Blako would aid in finishing tho 
road to Selkirk, pay off the ; subsidy to 
tho Canada Central, and build tho prairie 
section, but luor o ho -would not support. 
Even this, ho declared, was going to bur- 
den the country enormously. To do 
more would be "folly and madness." Ho 
took (iuite a ditl'erent lino from tho Olube 
regarding tho land in ridiculing tho cal- 
'.culations of Ministers as to tho number 
of settlors in ten years. Tho Globn ad- 
mits 750,000 in ten years. Tho Minis- 
tors claim 550,000 in ton years, but 
Mr. Blako coiitonds that this cal- 
culation is "absurdly extravagant." 
Ho may be left to settle that 
question, with the OUibe, At this 
point of Ilia spgecbyBfi'. Blake took a dash 
at tlio Olobe without' 'moritiohing tho 
paper. In tho article of tho Gth April, 
the Globe, arguing from .\mdrican statis- 
tics, alleged a probable increase in the 
population. Mr. Blako, from procisoly 
the same premises, came to a difl'eront 
conclusion, holding that tho circumstances 
of the increaso wore abnormal, ^d tliorc- 
foro, deceptive for any purposes of com- 
parison. That question, too, he must 
settle ■\yith tho Olobe. 

Pursuing his speech, Mr. Blako mado 
two glorious points. One was that if On- 
tario people wont to the Nortli-Wost, that 
woulcl simply be a transfer of tax-p^iyera 
from ono part of the country to another. 
Ifo omitted, of courae, tho consideration 
that tho farmera could not leave Ontario 
without selling out to some ono, cither a 
new or an old settler in his place, and tho 
other consideration that tho people trans- 
ferred will bo engaged in developing more 
land in the cpiintry. . Tho othor point was 
a graphic description of tho diflicultioa of 
a settler's life on tho prairie, a description 
to which could notgrcatlyhavoencouraged 
any intending settler who was in doubt as 
to his location. For an hour past tho 
hon. member has boon showing signs of 
fatigue. Ho has not been ablo to keep 
oven his own friends in their seats. Ho 
is conscious probably of making a dull 
and weak speech, and labours heavily. 
The tendency to banter with Mr. Bunstor 
is also a singular thing in Mr. Blako, who 
has no taste for banter. Tho whole effort 
is made, under evident distress. At mid- 
night '^tne hon. ; "g'p'itlo'n^'i ^'"^^ dealing 
with the price of real estate in Canada in 
general, with an idea perhaps of caution- 
ing people against thinking too highly of 
tho lands of the North West. 

Mr. DeCo.smos resumed tho adjourned 
debate on tho Pacific railway. The ques- 
tion at issue was whether the treaty bo- 
tWoen British Columbia and the Dominion 
should bo carried out. It was strango 
that while tho hon. mombors for West 
Durham and BothwoU declared that tho 
commissioners' award respecting tho On- 
tario boundaries must bo uphold, they 
woro ready to repudiate^ tlio, agreement 
between British Columbia' Slid 'Oaiaoda, 
and tho arrangcmont mado between tho 
Dominion Go\'crninont and Lord Carnar- 
von. Tho hon. member for West Dur- 
ham (Mr. Bkko) and his political friends 
now came forward and proposed, after 
due consideration, to break tho contract, 
tho treaty which had been solemnly mado 
with ono of the provinces of the Do- 
minion. (Hear, hear.) The speaker read 
extracts from Phillimoro regarding tho 
obligation of nations to observe treaties, 
r.hat authority, laying down tho principlo 
that the violation of international agree- 
ments -R'as 'equal to robbing a man of his 
property, . That authority declared that 
studied delays such as were urged by tho 
hon. member for West Durham wore 
equivalent to an express denial of obliga- 
tions. If the moment confederation was 
accepted by the four provinces and their 
money paid into {He Ddmiriidn treasury 
the' Federal government had refused to 
construct tho Intercolonial railway which 
was not only agreed to be built, but had 
boon declared to bo tho real bond of union 
between tho old provinces, tho universal 
opinion would linvc been tliat the govern- 
ment had covered .itself with;infamy. But 
BriUafa'CkflmTJfa^aa^W'Tdlroff-that adihe 
hon. anombcrs scarcely realized the grav- 
ity of tlio amendment, while other hon. 
members, wlio know well the obligation 
imposed on thein by tho treaty, woro 
ready to violjite it and to gloss over their 
perfidy. Be'SfdOs this, the leader of tho 
lato government undertook to remove 
rails to Yale at an dxponse of S32,000. 
Wluit gro.atcr infamy, ho would ask, could 
there bo than to use tho money of tho 
people of Canada for tho more purpose of 
getting tlw'i^'oUUcal ;, support of British 
Ooljimbiafii'iffihil'iwasfwlmt'tbe loader of 
thellato Govdrriment did, for iis lie said 
himself, though ho moved the rails, he 
had no intention of going on with tho 
railway. Tho loss in that respect was 
^32,000: He now desired- to point out 
that in 1871 the Govornmont deliboratoly 
, made a tireaty tOjConimence>simultanoous- 
ly at ' each end of the" Pacific railway. 
Tbat treaty was a first lien on the treas- 
ury of tho Dominion, and yet since it w.as 
entered on .§15,000,000 had been spent 
ou tho eastern end of tho lino, 315,000,- 
000' had boon'spoiit on tho St. Lawrence 
canals, .811,000,000 had been devotod to 
tho relief of Ontario and Quebec, and all 
these expenditures to which tho Opposi- 
tion assented aro violations of tho treaty 
with British Columbia. The building of 
tho British Cohimbia section ahovild, ho 
contended, be commenced at onco, for 
the coMtraqtioni^l'?^ 
lino! would opoiVup the^'tt'hole of the prov- 
ince. The agricultural district' was twice 
as large as that of Prince Edward Island. 
Summarizing his points, he declared that 
British Cilumbia imported %Sdi<ej^"ortod 
m'oro than any other jivUvincoi pei^- capita, 
tllat'sho had been,. durin^j-'aoven years, a 
customer for CanadlaiD pfddiic'ts to the 
amo'uttt '6f diiS'MinfdttldjiJllavs;' that 'Bi?it-^ 
iah d61rfinbia,'"auHng tlid.;la8'ii ,year/- Imd 
paid $521',443.to'the Tovenue, whereas at

2,000. 

IMr. DeCosmos said the hon. gentleman 
tho other day stated tho population of 
the Province was 12,000. 
Mr. Blako-^Yes. , times, have, ^changed. 
Mr. DeCosmos— Jtheni'/vt .Aurora, the 
hon. gontlomaii'said tliero wore 10,000. 
But, supposing tho population was, ac-

Producing a map that 
gentleman had pointed to the whole of the 
Province as sterile, but ho omitted to point 
out that ono fertile valley alone in Brit- 
ish Columbia was ono hundred miles wide 
by five hundred long. He also omitted to 
say that a l,%rgo part of tho Province was 
well wooded , that othor parts of it con- 
tained tho most valuable minerals, and 
coal superior in quantity, if not in quality, 
to tho coal of Pensylvania. The hon. gen- 
tleman ollithrpugh his apeechi,bad;-di^oi^ed^ 
this couniryi'and had s^okeri' iiftoro like a 
paid American emigration agent than a 
patriotic Canadian. Ho should learn some- 
thing of British Columbia before ho de- 
cried it, and should acquire some know- 
ledge of railway construction and its ex- 
pense before ho attempted to discus such a 
question or pronovuitie}thd iOai}aQ& iPaicifiii' 
railway impracticable. ■- 

Mr. Mclnnos pointed out that tho lato 
Govornmont had lot tho contract iu.l875 
for six hundred miles of telegraph lino in 
British Columbia along Burrard Inlet. The 
leader. of tho Government (Mr.: Macken- 
zie) then said that the line was running 
along t^o route of tho railway .'•■j|Iiapl;8qs- 
sion, however, the hon. gentlohiah stated 
that up to two years ago he had favored 
tho Buto Inlet route.
